BE   COURTEOUS 

Permission  to  visit  the  several  places  listed 
in  the  itinerary  is  a  courtesy  extended  to  the 
University  which  involves  some  expense  and 
trouble  to  the  management  of  these  companies. 
Members  of  the  party  should  be  appreciative  of 
this  fact  and  conduct  themselves  properly  as 
representatives  of  the  University.  It  is  particu- 
larly desirable  that  everyone  refrain  from  smok- 
ing within  the  confines  of  the  plants  visited  and 
that  all  fully  observe  posted  regulations.

may  occur  to  students  during  the  trip.  Proper 
care  and  deportment  at  all  times  will  greatly 
reduce  the  possibility  of  accidents. 

BE  OBSERVING 

Inspection  trips  are  required  because  it  is 
believed  that  the  educational  advantages  result- 
ing from  the  inspection  of  large  industrial 
enterprises  fully  justify  the  time  and  expense 
involved.
